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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group VII, claims 16-21, in the reply filed on February 08, 
2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1 -1 5 and 22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 08, 
2008. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,723,871 . The '871 patent discloses a process for producing an 
optically active alcohol by way of a hydrogen-transfer type reduction in the presence of 
an optically active ruthenium-diamine complex represented by the general formula (II) 
shown at column 3, lines 15-37. The '871 patent exemplifies a ruthenium-diamine 
complex of the formula (II), wherein R 5 is a tosyl (Ts) group, R 3 = R 4 = C6H 5 , R 6 is 
hydrogen, Ar is p-cymene and X is CI. The '871 patent differs from the instant claims in 
that the instant claims require that the substituent of least one of A or B variable has at 
least one chiral centre. The '781 patent does not exemplifies such compound, however, 
the '781 patent does teach the equivalency of the tosyl group and a camphor-sulfonyl 
group as being interchangeable with respect to the variable R 5 . See column 3, lines 29- 
34. One skill in the art would be motivated to substitute the exemplified tosyl group with 
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a camphor-sulfonyl group, which contains a chiral centre, with the expectation that both 
groups would have similar catalytic properties and be useful in a hydrogen-transfer type 
reduction reaction.
